Romulus appeal nixed

The Michigan Supreme 
Court has refused to hear an 
appeal by the City of Romulus 
concerning the firing of a Ro- 
mulus policeman three years 
ago which was subsequently 
overturned by an arbitrator. 

Court statements claim that 
on March 3, 1989 police officer 
Len White was discharged for 
alleged violations of depart- 
mental rules and regula- 
tions. ..based on a series of 
incidents which occurred 
while White was off duty and 
intoxicated. 


The city legal pleading 
claim that three months after 
White was hired as a police of- 
ficer he began an amorous re- 
lationship with a woman 
cadet It was charged that the 
relationship later deteriorated 
and White became abusive to 
the cadet. 

It also was charged that 
White did not inform his supe- 
riors that he was no longer liv- 
ing with his wife and was 
residing at another address. 

White reportedly was dis- 
missed from the force after he 
allegedly forced his way into 
the cadet’s apartment and as- 
saulted her. 


The Police Officers Associa- 
tion of Michigan filed an arbi- 
tration claim on his behalf. 
The arbitrator then found 
White guilty on all counts, but 
did not find “just cause” for 
his dismissal. 

The arbitration award or- 
dered White returned to duty 
with full seniority, but without 
back pay. White was returned 
to work and placed on depart- 
mental probation. 

Conditions of White’s return 
to duty included his atten- 
dance at weekly meetings of 
Alcoholics Anonymous, or-

Water breaks prompt 
pipe replacement

A growing number of water 
line breaks on the dead end 
area of Smith Road has forced 
the city to initiate plans to re- 
place the 51-year-old piping 
system sometime this winter. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
told members of the City Coun- 
cil Monday night that the pipe 
line has become so badly 
eroded that the city finds it far 
more economical to replace 
the old 8-inch pipe with a new 
12-inch line from near Mid- 
dlebelt intersection on Smith 
Road to the dead end area. 


The cost of the project could 
be as high as $355,000, Depart- 
ment of Public Works Director 
James Panos said, “But we are 
hoping that the bids will come 
in way under that” 

Panos said Tuesday that the 
first major problems to the old 
line became apparent in Au- 
gust, as breaks were reported 
on a regular basis. 

“But then it got to the point, 
where as we fixed one leak an- 
other one would develop. As 
fixing the breaks began to take 
more and more work hours,” 
Panos said, “we began inspect- 
ing the extended line and 
checking the history of the in- 


stallation.” 

Panos said there are often 
as many as four or five breaks 
a day reported. 

Panos said he found that the 
pipe had been installed 51 
years ago and in many cases 
the durability of such piping is 
about 45 years. “Recently we 
had 27 to 30 breaks during a 
short period of time,” Panos 
said. 

McAnally said since the Ro- 
mulus School District appar- 
ently did not favor a Tax 
Increment Financing District 
for the area, the city of Ro-

Wetland plan modified

Wayne council members re- 
cently agreed to obtain the 
consulting services of M.R. 
Prochaska Inc. to assist with 
the development of a wetland 
at Van Born and Hannan roads 
in Romulus. 

Promor Inc. officials have 
been involved with the wet- 
land project since it started 
approximately five years ago, 
according to Ramzi El- Gharib, 
acting Wayne city engineer. 

“Because of Promor’s pre- 
vious involvement with this 
project and their familiarity 
with the work involved, it is 
recommended that the city 
council consider entering into 
an agreement with them for an 
amount not to exceed $39,000,” 
El-Gharib said. 

The building of the wetland 
will involve the coordination 
of all government agencies in- 
cluding the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR), Wayne County, City of 
Romulus and Wayne, accord- 


ing to Promor officials. 

The work will include plan 
modification as required, field 
checking and flagging of wet- 
land areas, meeting with the 
appropriate agencies, monitor 
of the construction in the field, 
assuring plan compliance and 
site condition and planting of 
wetland material if required. 

Council members also 
agreed to have DeAngelis 
Landscape construct the wet- 
land for $463,000. 

“The staff is in the process 
of making an agreement with 
Waste Management to pay the 
city $1 per each cubic yard of 
excess soil disposed at their 
facility for up to 50,000 cubic 
yards,” El-Gharib said. “The 
$50,000 revenue will supple- 
ment the city budget on this 
project. Funding for this pro- 
ject will be from the Capital 
Project fund.” 

The DNR filed a lawsuit 
against the City of Wayne 
which alleges the city has not 
complied with an agreement to 
construct 52 acres of newly- 
created wetland in Romulus. 


The 52 acres of wetland, 
which was purchased by the 
City of Wayne, was to replace 
the approximately 23 acres of 
wetland filled due to the con- 
struction of the Ford Motor Co. 
Wayne Assembly Plant. 

The wetland fill permit was 
issued Oct. 16, 1987 and con- 
tained wetland mitigation as a 
permit condition, according to 
the lawsuit 

Construction plans for the 
wetland were submitted the 
same day the lawsuit was is- 
sued, according to John Zech. 

“The City of Wayne regrets 
that the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, through 
the attorney general’s office, 
has decided to file a lawsuit 
against us regarding the mit- 
igation of a wetland,” Zech 
said. “It has always been the 
position of the city that we 
would fulfill our commitment 
to the DNR by constructing a 
wetland on the property we 
purchased for that purpose.” 

Construction of the wetland 
is expected to begin this 
month. 


Area Christians to help build Romanian church

Only Count Dracula is miss- 
ing from the picture of poverty, 
oppression and spiritual mal- 
aise painted by members of a 
recent missionary trip to 
Transylvania. 

The Rev. Charles G. Schwa- 
rtz Jr., 47, former pastor of the 
Gateway Assembly of God 
Church in Romulus, recently 
returned from Romania with 
physically harrowing tales of 
TYansylvania in Romania. 

Romanian gypsies were 
converted to Christian beliefs 
in near record numbers in re- 
cent weeks by a 22-member 
missionary team from the 
greater Detroit area. 

Since the team members’ 
return, three area churches 
have voted to support the 
building of a church facility in 
Transylvania in May 1993, 
Schwartz said. 

The need for the church 
building became evident, he 
said, when it became apparent 
that the new converts would 
not be allowed to worship in 
main line churches in Ro- 
mania. 

“The only regulation we 
have asked is that the church 
building must be open to all 
gypsies and other Romanians,’’ 
he said. 

Schwartz and 21 others left 
Wayne County Nov. 3 for a 
whirlwind venture into Ro- 


mania, the first eastern Euro- 
pean communist nation to 
totally split from Christianity 
decades ago. 

When the Wayne County 
group members arrived, they 
were shocked and surprised 
by the poverty, the “throw 
away” children and the spiri- 
tual starvation that was preva- 
lent in Romania, particularly 
in the Transylvania area in- 
habited by many gypsies, 
Schwartz said. 

The pilgrimage was spon- 
sored by the Revival Taberna- 
cle of Detroit and included 
blacks and a 80 plus-year-old 
Jewish woman from Redford, 
who gave amazing testimonies 
to the Romanians about her 
past conversion to Christianity. 

“It was also very humorous 
and heart-warming to see 
older gypsies softly rubbing 
the cheeks of black members 
of the American group. They 
explained they had never seen 
Afro-Americans before,” 
Schwartz said. 

One 25-year-old Romanian 
man, who was visiting Trans 
ylvania, was one of the first 
converts. 

Since he spoke fluent En 
glish, the man known to the 
group only as Jeff, became 
their official translator. Cur- 
rently he is being trained by 
religious leaders there and 
probably will become the new 
initial pastor at the new gypsy 
church. 


The American missionaries 
found that discrimination 
against the gypsies is wide- 
spread in Romania (as in other 
parts of the world) and they 
were told they could not invite 
the gypsies to main line 
churches for religious ser- 
vices. 

“We rented a theater for a 


week and held services for ev- 
eryone. At four of the services, 
we found 300 or more Roma- 
nians professing their new 
found beliefs in Jesus Christ,” 
Schwartz said. 

“At the first service when an 
initial group of 300 converted 
to Christianity, we thought 
they didn’t understand our 


message,” Schwartz said, “but 
then we realized that the spiri- 
tual hunger created the mas- 
sive outpouring to Christ” 
Group members earlier 
made a brief stop in Bucharest 
and were then bused to Trans 
lyvania where they spent most 
of their time working with the 
poor, visiting area schools and 


providing the mass services at 
the theater. 

“It felt a little strange to be 
marshalled around by security 
agents with machine guns,” 
Schwartz said, “but authorities 
wanted to make sure that we 
were not hurt in any way.”

For 38 young patients cur- 
rently diagnosed with life- 
threatening diseases, Santa 
Claus arrived early at Metro 
Airport last week. 

The honored guests were 
transported to American 
Trans Air International Termi- 
nal on Dec. 2 by their parents 
and then were treated to 
lunch, gifts and entertainment 
by the local chapter of the Sil- 
ver Liners, a group composed 
of former Eastern Airlines 
flight attendants. 

Current Silver Liner Presi- 
dent Margo Salyer said the 
youngsters from Detroit Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and Mott’s 
Children’s Hospital of Ann Ar- 
bor, arrived late in the morn- 
ing. 

As they arrived they were 
welcomed by clowns, Santa’s 
elves (the Silver Liners them- 
selves) and Corporal Bill Chil- 
dress of the Sheriff’s 
Department K-9 Corps and his 
dog “Buddy.” 


As they boarded the huge 
American Trans Air jet, the 
patients were treated to lun- 
ches and fun time experiences 
with Mickey and Minnie 
Mouse, Big Bird and even Mrs. 
Santa Bear. 

Santa’s helpers led the 
group in singing joyous 
Christmas carols, provided 
them with a large bag of 
Christmas presents supplied 
by area merchants and even 
gave them a personal trip to 
the captain’s station. 

About 90 minutes later they 
were escorted off the rear of 
the plane and found they had 
arrived at the North Pole. 
Each child had a chance to sit 
in Santa’s lap and to provide 
him with their most current 
holiday wishes.

Twenty-one other parties 
for similar children are 
planned in other cities 
throughout the U.S. that have 
Silver Liner Club chapters, 
Salyer said. 

“A great deal of thanks for 
gifts must go to Adray Ap- 
pliance Store in Dearborn 
which supplied radios, and 
Hudson store employees, who 
personally used their em- 
ployee discounts to buy the 
children large stuffed ani- 
mals,” she said. 

The emotional highlight for 
her that day, Salyer said, was 
when one of the mothers said 
her young daughter, who ear- 
lier had been diagnosed as ter- 
minal, found out recently her 
cancerous tumor had disap- 
peared. 

Working to help these chil- 
dren suffering from cancer, di- 
abetes, cystic fibrosis, kidney 
ailments and hemophilia, is 
what Christmas is all about, 
Salyer said. 

But hearing such a recovery 
story, she said, is the greatest 
return gift you can receive. 


The owner and operator of 
Memories Again lounge re-

Acker continued to ask that 
his accuser be named so that 
he could counter the state- 
ment. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron, who admitted Acker 
was one of his fellow Ro- 
tarians, said he has heard no 


such negative comments. “But 
I have heard him openly com- 
pliment the city for working 
with him on the building pro- 
ject" 

David Paul, director of the 
city building Department, 
stated in a memorandum 
dated Nov. 24 a check had been 
made of the lounge premises 
“to ensure compliance with 
the surety agreement with the 
city.” 

Paul reported the storm 
sewer system and retention 
pond was recently completed 
and one-third of the parking 
lot paving was done. 

Paul wrote that contractor 
Richard Frisco “indicated that 
landscaping around the exist- 
ing pavement would be com 
pleted soon, but as of this 
writing the landscaping has 
not begun. 

“Landscaping on the south 
side of the building has been 
partially seeded, but has not 
been completed," Paul contin- 
ued. 

“Upon completion of the 
above mentioned items, Paid 
wrote, a final certificate of oc- 
cupancy will be issued.” 

Since the winter season has 
begun. Acker said, he was ask- 
ing for a 180 day extension.

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Schwartz said, “Like many 
other places outside the U.S., 
we were welcomed into 
schools and urged to leave re- 
ligious tracts behind. 

“While the Christian group 
received many spiritual highs 
from seeing the hunger for the 
Lord’s message,” Schwartz 
said, “tears flowed freely as we 
saw the throw-away children. 

“It took me three days be- 
fore I stopped crying from see- 
ing the poor children. Some 
had their arms broken on pur- 
pose, so that they could get big- 
ger gifts while begging on the 
streets.” 

But despite the discrimina- 
tion of the gypsies, Schwartz 
said he found them extremely 
charitable, even in their pov- 
erty. “If you showed them any 
type of affection, they gave you 
one of their most prized pos- 
sessions. 

“One small boy, who had 
begged what would be equiva- 
lent to about 10 cents from me 
several times, stopped to see 
me just before 1 left. I joked 
that he probably had more 
money than I had at the time,” 
Schwartz said. 

“The boy looked at 
me...reached into his pockets 
and took out what he had col- 
lected that day and offered it 
to me,” the pastor said. “I re- 
fused his gift.. .but was tremen 
dously impacted by his 
generosity.” 

Another element that star- 
tled Wayne County mission- 
aries was the lack of young 
men in the villages. 

“We asked where the men 
were,” Schwartz said, “and we 
were told ‘they are out drink 
ing, fighting or else they might 
be dead’." 

Schwartz said he had no 
idea if any of the village men 
were among those “foreigners” 
currently being abused by neo 
Nazis in Germany. 

Unfortunately alcoholism.

heart disease and AIDS arji 
widespread in Romania (pap 
ticularly in Transylvania), h^ 
said, and there are few prevenf 
tive programs under way 
there. 

“Persons of all ages (ever! 
young children) drink alcohol 
and smoke,” he said. “The inci- 
dence of heart disease may b$ 
caused because many of th? 
gypsies eat a regular diet of 
greasy meats. None of the 
grease is poured out of the 
pots before the family serves 
the meals,” he said. ; 

“Even the chickens we ate 
seemed under-nourished,'*’ 
Schwartz said. “They resem 
bled pigeons more than 
American-style chickens.” # 

Between now and May, 
Schwartz said, a total of $3,000 
will hopefully be collected to 
erect the church building.

The three local churches 
sponsoring the building of the 
church include the Gateway 
Church of Romulus, Canton 
Calvary Assembly of God and 
the Garden City Assembly pf 
God Church.

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Wayne voters to decide prevailing wage issue

Wayne council members de- 
cided by a 5-to-l vote Dec. 2 to 
place the prevailing wage 
question on the next sched- 
uled city election which could 
be as early as September 1993. 

Councilman A1 Damitio 
voted against the prevailing 
wage motion. 

“I will be voting against this 
because it doesn’t include the 
suspension of the prevailing 
wage ordinance until the resi- 
dents can vote on the issue,” 
Damitio said. 

After the vote, Damitio 
asked if the administration 
could compile a brief synopsis 


defining prevailing wage and 
how it will affect the residents. 

“I think there is a lot of mis- 
understanding about prevail- 
ing wage,” Damitio said. “My 
suggestion is to provide the in- 
formation prior to the elec- 
tion.” 

Mayor Ken Warfield wasn’t 
in favor of the city providing 
any literature to residents 
about the pros and cons of pre- 
vailing wage. 

‘The definition of prevail- 
ing wage is very clear,” War- 
field said. “Any state or 
federally funded project will 
be a prevailing wage project 
In Wayne, any city project over 
$50,000, according to our ordi- 
nance, will be a prevailing 


wage project” 

Wayne resident Jim Netter 
wanted to know once a prevail- 
ing wage job is enacted, what 
will the actual cost ramifica- 
tions be for the citizens. 

No one on the council was 
able to clarify the question for 
Netter. 

David Beevers, a member of 
the Right to Vote committee 
which organized the prevail- 
ing wage petition drive, was 
also in favor of having more in- 
formation about prevailing 
wage. 

“You need to provide the 
pluses and minuses of prevail- 
ing wage,” Beevers said. 
“That’s more of why I got into 
the petition drive because of 


bias. When we went door-to- 
door with the petition, the ma- 
jority’ of the residents signed 
because they wanted the right 
to vote on this issue, and they 
wanted more information 
about prevailing wage.” 

During the petition drive, 
there was no attempt to over- 
ride the prevailing wage ordi- 
nance, according to Wayne 
businessman Bill Garrett. 

“The only attempt was to 
place it on a ballot for a vote,” 
Garrett said. “This is not an av- 
erage wage. It’s a wage at- 
tained by the union in the 
county. You passed something 
that sounds fair, but it’s going 
to be paid for by the taxpayers 
of this city of which 85 percent 


don’t belong to trade unions.” 

If a primary election is nec- 
essary in the city, it will be 
scheduled for Sept 7, 1993 and 
the prevailing wage question 
will appear on the ballot at 
that time. If no primary is man- 
dated, the issue will appear on 
the regular Nov. 2, 1993 ballot. 

There is more than one defi- 
nition for prevailing wage, ac- 
cording to Georgia Harris, 
program evaluation manager 
for the State Department of 
Labor Wage and Hour Division 
in Lansing. 

“There isn’t just one defini- 
tion for prevailing wage be- 
cause there is a separate one 
for the state government, fed- 
eral government and any com- 


munity which implements 
their own ordinance," Harris 
said. 

“W’e establish rates for over 
150 different classifications of 
construction mechanics in 
each of the 83 counties of this 
state,” Harris said. "We ask for 
the basic hourly rate and 
fringe benefit contributions 
which when added together 
make up the total prevailing 
wage rate.” 

The building trades are 
then asked to submit their cur- 
rent collective bargaining 
agreement with the completed 
form, according to Harris. 

Council members approved 
a prevailing wage ordinance in 
July by a 4- to-3 vote.

Westland city council mem- 
bers unanimously put a halt to 
plans for a shopping center lo- 
cated across the street from 
Westland City Hall.

The fate of the 
Phar-mor Store building lo- 
cated near Central City Park- 
way and Warren Road is also

unknown and could remain va- 
cant 

If the development would 
have been approved the two 
existing Kroger Stores in West- 
land would be closed. One of 
the stores is located at Ford 
and Wayne roads and the other 
is located at Nankin Boule- 
vard and Warren Road. 

Many of the residents also 
staled they did not want to see 
another strip mall in the city. 

“It is a single-story develop- 
ment it is not a strip mall site,” 
said Sam Sobel, developer of 
the site. “If we all sit down to- 
gether we can work out all of 
the differences.” 


Sovel explained that his 
success as a developer is due 
to his ability to work with peo- 
ple. 

Many members of the city 
council indicated that the offi- 
cials from all of the companies 
involved were more than will- 
ing to make any changes that 
would be necessary. 

Kroger Co. Assistant Real 
Estate Manager Glenn 
Holchak explained that al- 
though two stores would be 
closing the new store would 
employ more people. 

“Our old stores employ 
about 75 people and our new 
superstores employ about 
300,” Holchak said. 


Walmart Real Estate Man- 
ager Steve Englehart stated 
that a Sam’s Warehouse differs 
from already existing Pace 
Membership Warehouse and 
Source Club which is currently 
under construction. 

“Competition is healthy for 
business and for customers," 
Englehart said. 

More than 25 residents who 
live near the property at- 
tended the meeting to express 
their concerns about the pro- 
ject

“What I heard over and over 
again when I was running for 
council is we do not want com- 
mercial development,” Cic- 
irelli said.

“We have too many vacant 
buildings already,” Cicirelli 
said.

Wayne-Westland school dis- 
trict officials denied that the 
shooting incident near Frank- 
lin JuniorHigh School last Fri- 
day afternoon was a racial 
incident.

A Dec. 14 examination has 
been scheduled for Bouie, who 
is a Wayne resident, on 
charges of assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm less 
than murder and felony fire- 
arm before 29th District Court 
Judge Carolyn Archbold. 

“The suspect was walking 
home from Brush Street from a 
group home where he works 
when he heard what he 
thought were racial remarks,” 
LL Mel Drews of the Wayne Po- 
lice Department said.

' “We started out with half- 
day sessions and with about 12 
(high school) students,” Patter 
son said. “At first they were all 
from John Glenn, but now in 
the afternoon and morning 
sessions we have students 
from all over. There are at 
feast 28 to 30 high school stu- 
dents now.” 

‘ There are also 30 pre-school 
students in each session. 

Some of the students are 
fjrom John Glenn High School, 
Wayne Memorial High School, 
Lutheran West High School, 
Cherry Hill Adult and Conti- 
fiuing Education Center, 
frorthville, Melvindale, the 
Crestwood school district and 
High School. 

The program prepares the 
Students to work with children 
iji daycare,” Patterson said. 
“But our program here is not 
set up as a daycare center. We 
call this a lab school. 

“It’s similar to a lab where 
teachers are trained,” Patter- 
son said. 

The pre-school children are 
screened before they are ac- 
cepted to the program. The 
program also costs $180 for 
each pre-school student for the 
entire school year.

Innocent until 
proven otherwise 

It was with great dismay and concern we began report- 
ing the arrest of a local restaurant owner and his son who 
were recently charged with arson in a fire at their Wayne 
location. The pair are now facing the excruciating and 
debilitating court procedure which will establish their 
innocence or guilt in the incident. 

They have been the subject of much conjecture and 
gossip and have kept tongues wagging throughout the area 
as people comment on the situation. As a newspaper, it has 
been our most unpleasant task to report on the court pro- 
ceedings and the investigation. This is an difficult job for 
us as we have known these men for many years. The owner 
of this newspaper has had a long-standing friendship with 
both the accused and with their family. They have been his 
friends as they were friends of his father many years ago. 

To be the bearer of the news about this incident is not 
an easy task. We don’t like reporting these allegations 
about men we like and respect and who have shown us 
kindness and support throughout the years. But that news 
is our job. It is our responsibility to print this news story, 
as distasteflil as it might be. 

These men, regardless of the outcome of these charges, 
still have our friendship and our sympathy. We find it 
difficult to believe that either of them could have per- 
formed the acts as charged, regarding them as we do. 

We hold the conviction that they are innocent until 
proven guilty and hope that all who read the accounts of 
the court proceedings on our pages will do the same. Be- 
cause it is alleged or claimed they committed this crime 
does not mean that it is so. 

They, as yet, have not had a chance to speak on their 
own behalf or through their attorneys present their de- 
fense to these allegations. When they do, that defense and 
their statements will be reported. 

Then, the legal system and a judge or jury will decide on 
their guilt or innocence in this situation. 

We are neither. We are simply their friends who hope 
the very best for them and for their families in this most 
difficult and emotional time in their lives. 

And we sincerely hope, no matter what the decision of 
the courts may be, that we can continue to count these men 
among our friends. That decision will not and cannot alter 
our personal regard and esteem for them.

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Assessor explains 
job responsibility 

To the editor: 

Contrary to popular belief, 
Michigan’s property assess- 
ment system is not defective, 
nor is it to blame for the an- 
nual increases in property 
taxes. Property assessments 
are the vehicle we use to dis- 
tribute the burden of property 
taxes fairly among taxpayers 
based upon the value of the 
property owned by an individ- 
ual or business. Your local as- 
sessor, mayor or city council 
are not to blame for annual in- 
creases in taxes. The real cul- 
prit of tax increases, in most 
cases, is the over reliance of 
property taxes to fund our 
public education system. 

The assessor, by state law, 
discovers, lists and values all 
property in the city each year. 
That is, he discovers all tax- 
able property, lists and re- 
cords it and appraises its 
value. His Bible is the state’s 
“General Property Tax Law”, 
laid down by the legislators in 
Lansing. The city does not 
make the tax laws but has the 
duty of administering and en- 
forcing them. 

The assessor is responsible 
for the task of determining the 
market value of all property in 
the city in a uniform manner 
and neither sets tax rates or 
collects taxes, but only deter- 
mines the first variable in the 
tax equation, the value of 
property. If assessors fail to 
perform their duties according 
to the law, the State of Michi- 
gan will revoke their certifica- 
tion to be an assessor. 

Is there anything wrong 
with everyone sharing the ex- 
pense of government in pro- 
portion to the true value of 
their property? Whether there 
is or not, the law governs the 
assessor’s actions. 

The assessor does not col- 
lect the tax or determine how 
much tax is needed by govern- 
ment or schools. He does not 
determine how much taxes 
will be or how they will be 
spent, but merely records the 
basis for dividing and distrib- 
uting government and school 
expenses. By the character of 
the assessor’s listing and ap- 
praising he does decide in 
what proportion people pay, 
but not necessarily how much. 
In fact, the assessor does not 
know how much money a local 
unit of government or school 
needs while he is performing 
his annual duties. 

While local government and 
schools are collecting the cur- 
rent year's taxes, the assessor 
is already discovering, listing 
and appraising property for 
next year. Current year’s as- 
sessments and taxes are al 
ready behind him. It is only 
After the assessor has valued 
all property in his jurisdiction 
that the schools, city and 
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county formulate their pro- 
jected revenue needs and de- 
termine how much of that 
revenue must come from the 
property tax. Once the prop- 
erty tax revenue needs are de- 
termined, the tax rate is 
determined by dividing the 
revenue needed by the total 
assessed value of the city. This 
tax rate is what we call the 
millage rate, and when ap- 
plied to each individual as- 
sessment, determines what 
your individual tax bill will be. 

If annual assessment in- 
creases out-pace the revenue 
needs of the schools or com- 
munity, then it is not unreason- 
able to expect he taxing body 
to reduce the millage rate to 
offset the increase in assess- 
ments. Assessments however, 
are not adjustable in this man- 
ner, they are based on the cur- 
rent market value of property 
as mandated by state law. 

The elected officials of the 
school board, city and county 
are the people that determine 
the amount of taxes. The asses- 
sor fixes no tax levies, nor does 
he seize property. Certainly it 
is not the fault of the assessor 
that today the national cost of 
our educational system has 
gone from $19 billion in 1960 to 
$198 billion today. 

The citizens of Michigan de- 
feated proposals A and C in 
this year’s general election. 
This should not be construed 
as an indication that the tax- 
payer does not want tax re- 
form. On the contrary, the 
taxpayers of Michigan are 
pretty smart people, and do 
not want just a superficial 
quick fix, but meaningful prop- 
erty tax relief, and not at the 
expense of public services or 
our children’s education. 

Proposals A and C offered a 
short-term solution that would 
have devastated our school 
system and local government 
in the long run. As an example, 
look at Proposition 13 in Cali- 
fornia which is very similar, 
yet superior, to Proposal C. 
California used to rank as one 
of the top educational systems 
in the country. Now, years 
later, due to the enactment of 
Proposition 13. ranks near the 
bottom. 

The 1992 assessment freeze 
gave us all a breather and al- 
lowed our state legislators 
time to get re-elected. But they 
did not accomplish what the 
voters demanded. Instead they 
placed confusing and compli- 
cated issues on the ballet and 
asked you. the voters, to do 
what they themselves have the 
responsibility to do. 

It is time for the public to 
demand that their state legis 
lators make their number one 
priority the fair and affordable 
education of our children. It is 
time to stop blaming assess- 


ments for the large increases 
in taxes, which have been 
manly caused by the explosive 
increase in the cost of our pub- 
lic education system. 

As as assessor, I do not rel- 
ish the prospects of double- 
digit assessment increases be- 
cause of artificially low assess- 
ments due to the 1992 
assessment freeze. However, I 
only ask that you consider that 
what assessors do is in accor- 
dance with and by the direc- 
tion of the laws made by those 
people we elect in Lansing.

Cook in the top of a double 
boiler until blended. Add one 
egg, slightly beaten and cook 5 
minutes, stirring constantly. 

Meanwhile, combine: 

2 cups graham cracker 
crumbs 

1 cup grated coconut 

1 cup chopped nuts 

Remove mixture from top of 
double boiler and combine with 
graham cracker crumb mixture. 
Mix until well blended Pour into 
a 9 x 13 lightly -greased pan and 
chill in the refrigerator. 

Layer TWo: 

1/2 cup butter 

2 tablespoons milk 

3 tablespoons dry vanilla 
pudding 

2 cups sifted confectioners 
sugar 

Cream butter, mix in milk and 
pudding. Add sugar and beat 
well Spread over layer chilled in 
refrigerator. Chill again. 

Layer Three: 

4 ounces semi-sweet choco- 
late 

1 tablespoon butter 

Melt over hot water and blend 
until smooth. Allow to cool at 
room temperature and when 
cool, spread over chilled layers. 
DO NOT attempt to spread while 
chocolate is hot.

A Wayne man is expected to 
be sentenced Dec. 9 on charges 
of third degree criminal sex- 
ual conduct before Detroit 
Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court Judge Dalton Roberson.

Westland residents who 
want to join the Red Ribbon 
Campaign can pick up their 
ribbons at the Westland Police 
Department. 

Those who make the pledge 
to not operate a vehicle while 
under the influence of alcohol 
are easily identified by the red 
ribbon they tie onto their vehi- 
cles. 

“The red ribbons will be 
available to anyone who wants 
one at the front desk,” said Sgt 
Pete Brokas, of the Westland 
Police Department. “They can 
come in and take as many as 
they want” 

The campaign has been suc- 
cessful in the past four years in 
Westland, according to Brokas. 

“In Westland, we average 
about 300 drunk driving ar- 
rests each year,” Brokas said. 
“Have the numbers gone up or 
down? We’ve had over the 
years a program concentrating 
on drunk drivers because of 
that our drunk driving-related 
accidents have gone down.” 

In 1981 there was 55,014 
drivers arrested for driving 
while under the influence of 
alcohol, according to state re- 
cords provided by Brokas. 

There was also 1,453 fatal- 
ities during that year and 814 
of those accidents or 56 per- 
cent involved alcohol, accord- 
ing to state records.

In 1991, 65,571 drivers were 
arrested for driving under the 
influence of alcohol. Last year 
there were 1,290 fatalities on 
Michigan roads and of all the 
fatalities, 571 or 44.3 percent 
involved alcohol. 

Until the past few years the 
figures in Westland ranked 
higher than the state average, 
according to Brokas. 

“Six percent of the fatals 
used to involve alcohol or 
were due to alcohol,” Brokas 
said. “This year, between the 
fatals we have had, 50 percent 
involved alcohol. We’ve only 
had two fatal accidents and 
one involved alcohol and the 
other didn’t” 

Each year, a new slogan is 
used to publicize the cam- 
paign. This year the slogan is: 
“Let’s Take a Stand - Friends

Drunk.”

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Senators give schools health program failing mark

The Michigan health educa- 
tion program, regarded as the 
model in many states, is being 
dealt a major blow by a senate 
committee report, although a 
number of state educators call 
the study self-serving. 

It’s Not Kid Friendly , a pre- 
liminary study of the Michigan 
Model Comprehensive School 
Health Education Program, 
due to released Dec. 31, is au- 
thored primarily by Sen. Gil 
DiNello, a former Clinton 
Township Democrat turned 
Republican and chairman of a 
senate select committee as- 
signed to study the 9-year-old 
health curriculum. 

"From the 12 hearings we 
held around the state,” Di- 
Nello said in summary of the 
health program, “it became 
clear that the social engineers, 
the social reconstructionists 
that exist at the higher levels 
of the education profession, 
stepped in to make the local 
school the surrogate parent. 
Their attitude was that the 
school was the venue where 
children should be equipped 
to deal with life’s situations, 
including such intimate areas 
as sexuality and social deci- 
sion making.” 

The 53-page study lists a nu- 
mber of Findings based on pub 
lie hearings conducted 
throughout the state in the last 
two years and catalogues an 
equal number of recommenda- 
tions based on the findings, in- 
cluding: 

• State-sponsored curricu- 
lum results in lowered public 
confidence in our schools and 
questionable behavior change 
in risk-taking behavior among 
students. 

“Those with a vested philo- 
sophical or economic interest 
|ii the Michigan Model,” the re- 
port said, “will argue vehe- 
mently that adoption of the 
model is strictly a local deci- 
sion. But that is a deliberate 
distortion, if not a downright 
lie, about the facts. Purveyors 
of the model operate with the 
same tenacity as an enthusiast 
for a pyramid sales scheme. 
They dangle money and what- 
ever else it takes to make a 
sale.” 

Other findings in the pre- 
liminary report include: 

• Eliminating the State 
Board of Education. 

• Michigan Model includes 
supplementary teaching mate- 
rials in what are called “Phase 
Boxes.” 

Wes Thorpe, a DiNello 
spokesman, said one Phase 
Box curriculum teaches ado- 
lescents “about masturba- 
tion.” A Wayne County school 
spokeswoman, however, said 
Thorpe’s classroom example 
“doesn’t even exist.” 

• The model teaches chil- 
dren to engage in ‘safe sex’ 
practices. 

• The State of Michigan has 
fallen short in supporting fam- 
ilies and family values. 

• Many parents do not re- 
ceive proper notification their 
children are taking sex educa- 
tion. 

• Integrity of the educa- 
tional administration in Michi- 
gan has been compromised. 

• Because of mixed mes-

sages about pre marital sex, 
Michigan Model lessons result 
in increased adolescent sexual 
promiscuity. 

• Michigan departments of 
education and public health 
organized a campaign to dis- 
credit concerned parents. 

• The core problem facing 
Michigan schools is a moral 
one. All other problems derive 
from it. 

The report also concludes 
that “boundaries between 
church were violated with 
New Age teachings.” 

DiNello and state senators 
Doug Carl (R-Utica), Robert 
Geake (R- Northville) and Jim 
Berryman (D-Adrian) shared 
duties of traveling the state to 
conduct public hearings from 
Sault Ste. Marie to Plymouth 
concerning the controversial 
curriculum first introduced to 
classrooms across the state in 
1984. 

Federal and state funds, Di- 
Nello said, were spent to de- 
velop nine volumes of the 
health model, with more than 
2,500 pages, covering 863 dif- 
ferent student objectives from 
brushing teeth to substance 
abuse to morality, affecting 5- 
to 13-year-old students. 

Due to loud objections 
raised by parent groups con- 
cerning aspects of the Model, 
the Michigan Senate approved 
a bill in May 1991 creating the 
senate committee and manda- 
ting the four men “sort through 
the issues.” 

Thorpe said members of the 
committee, and primarily Di- 
Nello, felt the “state should 
not be in the business of writ- 
ing curriculums.” 

“The hearings,” Thorpe 
said, “showed glaring exam- 
ples of how the state board of 
education has distanced itself 
from the people. There is ap- 
parently no accountability.” 

Berryman has separated 
himself from the committee 
findings, however, and has 
gone on the offensive attacking 
the health curriculum report 
as “just plain off-the-wall.” 
Berryman accuses DiNello of 
using the findings “to launch 
his Republican career.” 

Virgil Bernero, Berryman’s 
spokesman, said DiNello is 
“putting on a dog-and-pony 
show” to “embarrass the (state) 
Department of Education.” 

“He (DiNello) put out the re- 
port, included Sen. Berry- 
man’s name, but didn’t even 
bother to let him (Berryman) 
read a copy before it was re- 
leased,” Bernero said. “The re- 
port is filled with wild, 
unbelievable stories. The only 
thing I can figure is that Di- 
Nello wants to secure his new 
Republican roots. The right- 
wing is obviously important to 
him and what better way to es- 
tablish his credentials.” 
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Thorpe contends the report 
was delivered to Berryman’s 
office “well in advance” of the 
recent release to state offi- 
cials. 

“Mr. Berryman was asked 
several times to comment on 
the draft," Thorpe said. “We 
knew he would present a coun- 
terpoint, but he never did." 

Robert Harris, director of 
communications for the state 
department of education, said 
the report, as well as some of 
the public hearings, “are ques- 
tionable.” 

“I remember one parent 
showed up at a hearing,” 
Harris said, "with a poster of a 
naked man wearing a condom. 
The title was ‘Dress for the Oc- 
casion.’ He claimed it was part 
of the model teaching. But he 
found that poster in a cata- 
logue for AIDS awareness ma- 
terial and I believe it was 
designed for use in the gay 
community, not Michigan 


classrooms. I can’t imagine an 
elementary school teacher 
showing that particular 
poster.” 

Harris conceded that mem 
bers of the department trav- 
eled to several school boards, 
including Plymouth-Canton, to 
speak about parents in opposi- 
tion to the model. 

“We wanted to show them 
(school boards) how to deal 
with people who come to meet- 
ings and take on hostile and 
aggressive attitudes towards 
the model,” Harris said. “We 
also talked about knowing the 
model and not allowing some- 
one (school representatives) to 
speak out that doesn’t know 
the topic. It was never an at- 
tempt to discredit parents.” 

Bobbie Cleary is a 
Plymouth-Canton parent who 
has pulled her children from 
the district to home teach. 
Cleary’s public comments are 
included in the DiNello find- 
ings. Cleary is concerned, she 
said, about morality tests and 
calming techniques exercised 
in the model. 

“It’s fine if some parents 
want to do that, type of thing at 
home,” Cleary, a former candi- 
date for the Plymouth-Canton 
school board, said. "But it 
doesn’t belong in the schools. 
You don’t put kids in ethical 
dilemmas by teaching them to 
vote on what is right and 
wrong. It’s a method of neu-

tralizing the parents’ influ- 
ence. I don’t care what other 
people say about the model, 
I’m not afraid to stand up and 
tell the truth.” 

Jim Edwards, Wayne- 
Westland executive director of 
curriculum and planning for 
the 15,000 student district, said 
the school district has adopted 
several “strands” of the model 
to correlate with existing 
health and science programs 
and to ease parents’ anxiety. 

“I learned that some con- 
cerns with the model are legit- 
imate,” Edwards said. “They 
may be stretched some, but 
many parents had some valid 
ideas.” 

Edwards said the school 
district dropped two compo- 
nents of the model, the PSP, or 
“Problem-Solving With Peo- 
ple” segment and a self- 
hypnosis technique designed, 
according to the model, to re- 
lax typically hyper students. 


“I was told by University of 
Michigan professionals,” Ed- 
wards said, “that unless a 
teacher was properly trained, 
hypnosis would have no affect. 
There were too many steps 
missing. But we decided that 
neither (component) was that 
important to the health and 
science curriculum and we 
dropped them. We just tell 
teachers that children under 
pressure should take it easy, 
relax, look at the issue log- 
ically and deal with it later if 
that helps.” 

Edwards added that stu- 
dents have enough problems 
without fretting over the 
model argument. 

“All the model really talks 
about is health and cleanli- 
ness,” he said. “Figures show 
children spend just over one 
minute each day in meaningful 
conversation with their par- 
ents.

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Wayne voters will decide fate of $4 million library 1

The Wayne community will 
be voting on a ballot issue in 
1993 geared to providing ad- 
vanced technology as well as 
offering the most extensive 
collection of books for resi- 
dents of all ages. 

The Wayne council recently 
agreed that a new 22,644 
square foot library should be 
built at the Peace Memorial 
site in the downtown area. 
Cost for the project is esti- 
mated at $3,996,000, according 
to Wayne City Manager John 
Zech. 

“The council accepted the 
staff recommendation for the 
facility to be situated at the 
Peace Memorial site,” Zech 
said. “The size of the building 
was decided on based on the 
population of Wayne and the 
types of services needed in 
Wayne which would take us to 
the year 2010.” 

The size of the library was 
calculated based on American 
Library Association standards, 
the work of the library board 
and staff and by representa- 
tives of Snyder, Szantner and 
Peters, a Farmington Hills ar- 
chitectural firm. 

Cliff Snyder began conduct- 
ing a needs assessment, build- 
ing program statement and 
site analysis of the Wayne- 
Westland Library building in 
January in an effort to exam- 
ine the present services and 
facilities of the library. 

A portion of the project will 
be financed through a state 
grant and Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority (DDA) funds, 
according to Zech. 

“We would be utilizing the 
$546,000 grant from the state,” 
Zech said. “We already set 
aside $200,000 in this year’s 
DDA budget for the project. 
An additional $400,000 of DDA 


funds is recommended to be 
set aside in the 1993-94 bud- 
get.” 

Total cash financing sources 
add up to $1,146,000 which 
leaves $2,850,000 the taxpayers 
could be asked to pay. 

“The last thing the council 
asked us to do is provide a 
time table for when the new 
library would be constructed,” 
Zech said. “We should have 
that ready by Dec. 15 or Jan. 5.” 

The bond issue would be fi- 
nanced for 15 years, according 
to Zech. 

“The exact amount of the 
bond issue will actually de- 
pend on how much funding we 
can get from other sources," 
Zech said. 

Zech said the library bond 
issue could be decided on by 
the council scheduling a spe- 
cial election, at a city primary 
should one be mandated or at 
the next general election in 
November. 

Although cost figures for the 
library are not exact at this 
time, city officials gave the ex- 
amples of costs to a Wayne ho- 
meowner for the new library if 
the bond issue is approved by 
the community; 

• If a homeowner has a 
house valued at $40,000 (a state 
equalized evaluation of 
$20,000), this Wayne resident 
could pay $3 a month or $40 a 
year. 

• If a homeowner has a 
house valued at $60,000 (a state 
equalized evaluation of 
$30,000), this Wayne resident 
could pay $5 a month or $60 a 
year. 

• If a homeowner has a 
house valued at $100,000 (a 
state equalized evaluation of 
$50,000), this Wayne resident 
could pay $8 a month or $100 a 
year. 

There are pros and cons to

Fire fighters check 
for home hazards

Fire fighters are asking resi- 
dents to “check their hot 
spots” to prevent fires. 

The Michigan Association of 
Firefighters (MAFF) is joining 
the U.S. Fire Administration 
in promoting its Check Your 
Hot Spots program, a cam- 
paign to increase awareness of 
fire safety and prevention 
practices. 

“It is sad knowledge that 
each year fires in this country 
cause approximately 6,000 
deaths, more than 100,000 inju- 
ries and more than seven bil- 
lion dollars in property 
damages," said Thomas Jan- 
kowski of the MAFF. “Even 
more alarming is the fact that 
people living in rural areas 
are three times more likely to 
die in a fire than those living 
in mid size cities or suburban 
areas.” 

Fire from alternative heat- 
ing sources, specifically the 
misuse of wood stoves, porta- 
ble space heaters and fire- 
places are the number one 
cause of residential fires in 
the nation. 

The MAFF asks people to 
check the follow hot spots in 
their homes: 

• Check your wood stove 
chimney, damper and pipes for 
any cracks, holes or loose 


joints. Also, be sure that the 
stove is set on a fire- resistant 
base. 

• Examine your electric 
space heater. Is is UL listed 
and is your electrical wiring 
adequate for its current load? 
Are all clothing, furniture, 
toys, pets and children away 
from the heater? 

• Check your fireplace chim- 
ney to determine whether the 
chimney is clean and the flue 
and damper are in good work- 
ing order. Make sure the fire- 
place is screened so no sparks 
can escape, and burn only dry, 
seasoned wood. 

• Make sure all heating 
sources are properly vented 
because carbon monoxide, a 
product of combustion, is an 
odorless, colorless gas that can 
kill. 

Do not place live Christmas 
trees or garlands near hearing 
sources, Jankowski said. Keep 
the alternate heating sources 
away from the means of exiting 
the room. 

“At least 600 lives are lost 
each year because of accidents 
involving alternate heating 
sources. Don’t become one of 
those,” said Jankowski. “Check 
your hot spots to avoid fire haz- 
ards.” 

The MAFF encourages citi- 
zens to call their local fire de- 
partments with any safety 
questions that may have. 


Health service receives 
federal fund grant 


Congressman William D. 
Ford tD-Ypsilanti Township) 
announced that a health cen- 
ter that services citizens in 
Sumpter Township will re- 
ceive a $449,000 grant. 

Ford and Congressman 
John Dingell (D-Trenton) an- 
nounced last week that the De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Sendees awarded the 
grant to the Monway Family 
Health Center located in Car- 
leton. 

Funds will be provided to 
increase accessibility of com- 
prehensive health care ser- 
vices to a number of medically 
underserved portions of the 
community in the area. 

“We are delighted that HHS 
has recognized the critical 
need of assisting our local 
communities in providing vital 
health care sendees to our citi- 
zens,” Ford said in a prepared 
release. 


The Monway Family Health 
Center is a non-profit organi- 
zation sendng citizens primar- 
ily in London, Ash, Exeter, 
Sumpter and Huron towns- 
hips, according to Ford. 

The grant represents a con- 
tinuation of funding permit- 
ting the center to offer a wide- 
range of health care sendees, 
including obstetrical care, to 
low-income individuals who 
live near the center, according 
to Ford and Dingell. 

In addition to providing 
medical services to individ- 
uals immediately in need of 
care, officials at the Monway 
Center will focus increased ef- 
forts on health promotion and 
disease prevention programs. 
Initiating a well-child pro- 
gram. an adolescent health 
plan, cancer screening, and ge- 
riatric health prevention plan 
are just a few ideas for serving 
all the members in the commu- 
nities. they added.

cording to the city administra- 
tion. 

Building on the vacant 
Peace Memorial parcel per- 
mits flexibility in the location 
of the building on the property. 
The site also provides excel- 
lent public visibility of the li- 
brary to traffic on Wayne 
Road. 

The disadvantages of build- 
ing at the Peace Memorial site 
involve traffic noise from 
Wayne Road which could pre- 
sent a problem for library pa- 
trons. Another disadvantage 
involves site constraints which 


dictate that the entrance to the 
building would have to be lo- 
cated near the southeast cor- 
ner of the building, away from 
a typically designed entrance. 

The cost advantages for the 
Peace Memorial location in- 
clude: project assumes no land 
acquisition costs; no loss of 
current tax revenue and use of 
Peace Memorial as exterior 
entrance court reduces the 
need for additional landscap- 
ing. 

The cost disadvantages in- 
volve a loss of revenue from 
the potential sale of the prop- 


erty. loss of potential tax reve- 
nue. expense of constructing a 
new building and construction 
of a second entrance to the 
parking structure. 

The existing features of the 
Peace Memorial site provide 
many advantages such as the 
parking structure offering 
more than enough parking for 
library users. The Veterans 
Plaza would also make an at- 
tractive court in front of the li- 
brary. 

The Veterans Plaza would 
work as a good transition 
space between parking struc- 
ture and library, and W’ayne 
Road is a two-way street. 

The down side of the Peace 
Memorial features could be 
the public disliking using the 
parking structure because of 
safety concerns, inconve- 
nience and unfamiliarity 
could discourage library use. 

The new library could also 
obstruct the view of the Peace 
Memorial to southbound traf- 
fic on Wayne Road. 


Other advantages of the 
Peace Memorial location, ac- 
cording to analysts include: 

• Proximity of business 
school and offices will support 
use of the library. 

• Site occupies a prominent 
location at the perceived cen- 
ter of the city, an asset for a 
new municipal building. 

• A building adjacent to Vet- 
erans Plaza will strengthen the 
quality’ of that space. 

• A new library’ at this site, 
could be the catalyst for devel- 
opment of other vacant proper- 
ties in the area. 

• The site is not perceived 
as being either north or south 
side of the city. 

• It brings a new use to the 
existing parking structure. 

• The construction of a new 
building provides a better op- 
portunity for positive image of 
the building. 

Council members are ex- 
pected to review the time table 
for construction of the library 
at the Dec. 15 meeting.

Wayne Memorial and Be- 
lleville have dominated the 
Wolverine ‘A’ Conference bas- 
ketball circuit since it began a 
decade ago. 

And there’s nothing that 
would indicate the two area 
high school teams won’t lead 
the chase for the final champi- 
onship.

Sophomore Inkster High basketball coach Spencer Grant 
received an impressive gift last week, unfortunately, the Viking 
coacl\ will not be able to unwrap it until after the new year. 

The gift came in the form of 6-6 Albert White, who has 
returned to the Viking lineup. Although White is only a sopho- 
more, he is considered one of the top high school players in 
Michigan this year. 

However, since White is transferring from Bishop Borgess, the 
sharpshooting, chairman of the boards will not be eligible to 
compete until after the new year under Michigan High School 
Athletic Association rules. 

“Because of the unusual circumstances surrounding the 
departure of White to Bishop Borgess, we are petitioning the 
MHSAA to waive the rule in his case,” Grant said. 

White played his freshman year at Inkster High, then enrolled 
at Bishop Borgess in the fall. White didn’t compete in sports at 
Borgess and decided he wanted to return to his home town, 
Inkster. 

The Vikings will need White’s services if they are going to 
compete for the Suburban Athletic Conference title. That race 
apparently will be dominated by state-ranked Oak Park. The 
Redskins, led by 6-6 1/2 junior Ryan Perryman, have an experi 
enced club this year and are ranked 14 among the top 25 prep 
teams year in the state. 

“We’re going to have to survive until the big fellah can join 
us,” said Grant, whose 1991-92 club finished with a 11-11 record 
and was mired in the middle of the SAC standings. 

Grant has an impressive list of seasoned veterans who could 
make this the year of the Vikings. There’s 6-6 junior Maurice 
Ballard, and 64 1/2 sophomore James Outlaw, who started as a 
freshman. 

Also, 6-0 senior guard Richard Cooper and Anthony Walker, a 
6 5, 225- pound multi-talented athlete, teamed with 5-10 point 
guard Greg Prewitt, who has the talent to set up his teammates, 
will give the Vikings the horses to make a run for it.

County claims no service disruption 
during eviction at homeless shelter 


Audit results expected

The results from long- 
awaited curriculum audit are 
expected back in the Wayne- 
Westland school district in the 
middle of December, accord- 
ing to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas. 

Earlier it was reported that 
the audit would be returned 
before the end of November 
and was also reported to have 
returned last week in both edi- 
tions of The Wayne Eagle and 
The Westland Eagle. 

“We’re anticipating a 
lengthy number of recommen- 
dations of how we can im- 


prove,” Thomas said, Monday 
evening at a school board 
meeting. 

Associate Superintendent 
of Instruction and Planning, 
Dr. Norine Blake, has been 
overseeing the audit and is 
also expecting to see a number 
of changes recommended. 

In September, a group of 
curriculum auditors spent a 
week in the district collecting 
information, reviewing curric- 
ulum and other learning tools 
used by district teachers. 

Blake believes that the in- 
formation in the audit results 
will lead the school district 
into the 21st Century.

Wayne County officials have 
stated that there was no dis- 
ruption of services at the 
Wayne County Family Center - 
a homeless center located in 
Westland. 

Last week 18th District 
Court Judge Gail McKnight 
ruled in favor of county offi- 
cials to evict the agency oper- 
ating the Family Center. 

County officials began the 
legal process to remove Wayne 
Metropolitan Community Ser- 
vices Agency from the facility 
two months ago. They claimed 
that the center, which caters to 
homeless families, was only 
filled at half of the potential 
occupancy allowance, accord- 
ing to Michael Duggan, deputy 
assistant to Wayne County Ex- 
ecutive Ed McNamara. 

“They have been averaging 
at 50-percent capacity,” Dug- 
gan said earlier this week. “We 
don’t think it’s because there 
aren’t any homeless families 
out there. 

“We believe that they 
weren’t making good use of a 
first-class structure,” he ad- 
ded. 

County officials have as- 
sumed the management duties 
at the center that opened in 
the spring of 1990. The center 
is unlike other shelters where 
occupants stay as often as pos- 


sible and only receive shelter 
and sometimes food. 

The Family Center allows 
families to stay for 30 days, 
during which time they re- 
ceive aid from social workers 
and aid in finding employment 
and permanent housing. They 
also stay in private rooms, but 
share a television room, bath- 
rooms and the kitchen area. 

Residents of the Family 
Center are carefully screened 
and must apply for residency. 
Children who stay at the cen- 
ter attend Wayne-Westland 
schools. 

Duggan claimed there has 
been no disruption in services 
at the center. Many of the 
Wayne County Metropolitan 
Community Services Agency 
employees working at the cen- 
ter agreed to become Wayne 
County employees which made 
for a smooth transition, ac- 
cording to Duggan. 

“There has been absolutely 
no disruption in services," Du- 
ggan said. “Nearly all of the 
staff chose to stay on as county 
employees.’The only problem 
we had was with the tele- 
phones. Luther Flanagan had 
it turned off, but we had it 
back on within an hour.” 

Flanagan also claimed that 
many contracts were termi- 
nated that existed between the 
agency and various com- 
panies. 

“Because of the sudden 


court action, companies that 
provided services to the shel- 
ter were notified that their 
contracts were terminated,” 
agency officials stated in the 
prepared release. “Services 
forced to be interrupted in- 
clude food, telephones, secu- 
rity, linen service and trash 
removal.” 

The agency is currently in 
litigation with the county, ac- 


cording to Flanagan, who is 
the executive director of the 
agency. 

In a prepared statement, 
Flanagan called the allega- 
tions made by county' officials 
false. 

Flanagan also claimed that 
much of the property inside 
the building belongs to Wayne 
Metropolitan Community' Ser- 
vices Agency.

Corolla flowers on the road

The corolla of a flower is the 
outer envelope or crowning 
portion. 

Appropriately named, the 
1993 Toyota Corolla has indeed 
flowered into a nifty 4-door se- 
dan since first introduced as a 
little Japanese matchbox in 
1968. 

Sleek and sophisticated out- 
side, roomy and very quiet in- 
side, Corolla has added a 
standard driver’s air bag and a 
maze of new features in 1993. 

The new interior, with seat- 
ing for five (two big and three 
small), rides much quieter 
with flush body edges, reduced 
trunk, hood and door gaps and 
improved door mountings. 
Weather sealings and fitted 


foam rubber add to the con- 
vincing hush of a ride. 

Engineers have further re- 
duced noise with a reinforced 
joint between the engine and 
transmission, a lighter connec- 
ting rod, a lengthened air hose 
and heavy dash panel insula- 
tion. 

The driver’s cloth seat is 
sturdy and comfortable. In- 
struments, of the $15,000 model 
tested, are pleasingly simple 
and well marked in the race to 
see who can confuse the driver 
most. Legroom is ample fore 
and rear. Other small details 
include a larger ignition key 
and a bigger, rubber cush- 
ioned, glove box. Manual seat 
belting is comfortable and the 
standard Toyota hand brake 
lever is still a nice touch lo- 
cated between the driver’s seat 


and the console. 

Under the hood buyers have 
the option of the standard 1.6L 
DOHC, or the surprisingly 
spunky 1.8L, 16-valve DOHC 
powerplant. The larger engine 
delivers some 115 ponies and 
accelerates well into traffic 
and during passing. The 100- 
horsepower version seems a 
trifle weak. 

Corolla is equipped with ei- 
ther the five-speed manual or 
four-speed automatic trans- 
missions and it seems incum- 
bent on owners to check both 
during a test drive to meet per- 
sonal road needs. 

Corolla 1993 is tuned for sta- 
bility and road feel, with a 
wider tread and optional four- 
disc brakes. Not a bad pack- 
age.
